To  the  Southam  Rural  District  Councii 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  health  of  your 
district  for  the  years  1967  and  1968.  Pressures  of  work  so 
delayed  preparation  of  material  for  the  earlier  year  that  it 
was  decided  to  combine  the  report  with  that  for  1968  and 
so  ensure  that  at  least  one  of  the  periods  could  be  covered 
without  undue  delay.  I  must  apologise  that  the  1967  figures 
were  not  available  sooner. 

Slow  but  steady  increases  of  population  took  place. 
Birth  and  death  rates  compared  well  with  national  rates. 
The  low  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  is  in  part  due  to  the 
high  standard  of  protection  by  inoculation  which  has  been 
achieved  by  general  practitioners  and  local  health  authority’s 
staff.  The  Council  has  made  steady  progress  with  its  own 
environmental  services.  Paper  sacks  have  enabled  a  cleaner 
and  better  refuse  disposal  service  to  be  given.  With  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Ufton,  all  your  villages  other  than  mere  hamlets 
have  water-borne  sewerage  schemes  and  improvements  have 
been  made  at  several  existing  works  serving  the  larger 
parishes  where  fresh  development  is  likely  to  take  place. 
This  includes  a  heated  sludge  digestion  plant  at  Southam. 
In  addition  every  opportunity  of  pail  conversion  has  been 
taken  so  that  the  numbers,  both  of  properties  and  parishes, 
having  nightsoil  bucket  collection  steadily  dwindle.  The 
number  fell  from  284  to  186  in  one  year. 

One  serious  complaint  of  fly  nuisance  arose  at  Stockton 
where  a  spell  of  unusually  hot  weather  caused  a  temporary 
breakdown  of  fly  control  at  the  tip.  This  is  owned  and 
operated  by  Leamington  Corporation  but  pest  control  is 
carried  out  by  servants  of  the  Southam  R.D.C.  as  part  of 
the  agreement  for  their  use  of  this  tip. 

Complaints  were  received  of  nuisance  from  dust  and 
fume  emissions  from  the  cement  works  at  Long  Itchington 
whilst  the  electrostatic  precipitators  had  been  taken  out  of 
service  for  repair.

The  Council  has  throughout  fully  supported  the  work 
of  its  health  department,  both  before  and  after  the  merger 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Property  Committees  in  May,  1967. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  conclude  with  an  expression  of  my 
sincere  thanks  to  councillors  and  officers  for  their  personal 
kindness  and  interest  at  all  times.

— Routine  bacteriological 
examinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Lab¬ 
oratory  Service,  Coventry,  in  regard  to  water,  prevention  of 
infectious  disease,  etc.  Seven  samples  were  submitted  in 
1967  and  29  in  1968.  Water  Boards  conduct  their  own  quality 
control.

C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

[i]  Water  Supply. 

Of  the  36  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  11  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory;  8  of  these 
were  from  the  Water  Board’s  mains  and  it  was  subsequently 
found  that  the  contamination  arose  from  badly  fitting  covers 
on  storage  tanks.  The  necessary  remedial  works  were  carried 
out  immediately.  The  remaining  three  unsatisfactory  reports 
were  from  a  private  supply  and  the  property  owner  intends 
to  take  a  supply  from  the  public  mains. 

Water  is  supplied  into  this  rural  district  by  two  under¬ 
takers,  the  South  Warwickshire  and  Rugby  Water  Boards. 
I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  former,  Mr.  C.  A.  Innes 
Jones,  for  the  report  of  analysis  of  water  taken  from  Holy 
Well,  Southam.

Good  progress  was  made  on  the  immense  new  Draycote 
reservoir  which  is  a  joint  development  by  these  two  boards 
and  abstraction  from  the  River  Learn  began  during  the 
winter  of  1968/69.  By  increasing  storage  for  the  Leamington 
reservoir  it  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  this  district. 

[ii]  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: — 

Southam. — The  treatment  plant  extensions  have  now 
been  completed  and  are  operating  satisfactorily.  The  heated 
sludge  digestion  plant  is  proving  of  much  benefit  in  producing 
a  sludge  which  is  less  offensive  than  the  crude  article  and  can 
be  disposed  of  more  easily.  The  surface  water  sewerage 
scheme  is  to  provide  facilities  for  part  of  the  township  and  two 
new  housing  sites  and  has  been  completed. 

Bishops  Itchington,  Harbury  and  Ladbroke  Disposal 
Works  [Deppers  Bridges)  and  Ladbroke  Sewerage. — The  treat¬ 
ment  plant  extensions  at  Deppers  Bridge  and  the  sewers, 
house  connections  and  pumping  station  at  Ladbroke  have 
all  been  completed. 

W or mleighton. — The  Sewerage  scheme  and  the  treatment 
plant  have  been  completed. 

Burton  Dasset  [Knightcote). — The  sewerage  scheme  and 
the  treatment  plant  have  been  completed. 

Burton  Dassett  [Northend). — The  Ministry  of  Public 
Buildings  and  Works  decided  not  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of 
enlarging  the  treatment  plant  at  Northend,  and  will  continue 
to  deal  with  sewage  from  the  Kineton  Central  Ammunition 
Depot  within  the  Depot  area. 

Napton  [Chapel  Green  area). — The  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  eventually  gave  consent  for  the 
scheme  to  sewer  this  area  to  be  carried  out  and  the  work  is 
now  complete  with  the  exception  of  a  few  house  connections 
and  other  small  items. 

Ufton. — Agreement  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  the 
proposed  treatment  plant  has  been  reached  and  the  scheme 
is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  approval. 
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General. — Except  Ufton,  all  the  centres  of  population 
other  than  the  smallest  hamlets  are  now  provided  with  foul 
sewers  and  treatment  plants.  Continuing  efforts  to  persuade 
property  owners  to  convert  pail  closets  to  water  closets  have 
resulted  in  a  further  151  conversions,  leaving  124  dwellings 
with  pail  closets  emptied  by  the  Council  of  which  80  are 
outside  the  sewered  areas  or  are  subject  to  demolition  or 
closing  orders. 

[in)  Refuse  Collection. — The  paper  sack  refuse  collection 
service  was  maintained  in  spite  of  the  scarcity  of  suitable 
labour. 


D.  HOUSING 

The  Council  made  a  further  37  Standard  Improvement 
Grants  and  68  Discretionary  Grants,  the  amount  paid  out 
being  £29,561. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  Clearance 
Orders  in  respect  of  32  houses  in  Lighthorne,  Long  Itchington 
and  Southam  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  subject  to  the 
exclusion  of  two  houses.  Notices  under  Section  16  of  the  Act 
were  served  in  respect  of  62  houses,  45  Demolition  Orders  were 
made  and  14  Undertakings  to  make  houses  fit  or  not  allow 
re-occupation  were  accepted.  One  Demolition  Order  was 
revoked  after  the  property  had  been  made  fit  and  one  house 
was  demolished  after  informal  action.  One  further  house 
which  had  been  the  subject  of  an  undertaking  was  made  fit. 
Six  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  and  24  houses  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders  were  demolished.

E.  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

Routine  visits  to  food  shops  and  hotels  were  continued. 

The  Council  authorized  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings 
in  respect  of  the  sale  of  a  mouldy  meat  pie  and  these  resulted 
in  a  fine  of  £15  with  3  guineas  costs  being  imposed  upon  the 
retail  trader  concerned. 
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The  licence  in  respect  of  the  Southam  slaughterhouse 
expired  and  was  not  renewed.  The  owner  had  been  advised 
of  the  works  necessary  to  be  done  in  order  to  bring  it  to  the 
required  standard  but  no  proposals  were  made  by  the  year’s 
end  when  the  old  licence  lapsed  and  a  new  one  was  refused.

Two  matters  of  importance  arose  during  1968.  First,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  introduced  its  scheme  of  immunization  of 
priority  classes  against  measles  by  means  of  a  live  attenuated 
vaccine.  However,  the  number  of  acceptances  was  much 
less  than  forecast;  this  was  probably  due  to  many  children 
having  had  measles  in  the  past  without  the  occurrence  having 
been  notified.  Vaccine  was  made  available  to  doctors  and 
local  health  authorities  free  of  charge  up  to  31st  March  1969. 

Second,  the  schedule  of  infectious  diseases  was  revised 
by  new  regulations  under  which  some  diseases  ceased  to  be 
notifiable  and  others  were  made  generally  notifiable  for  the 
first  time.  The  Council  had  decided  in  April  1967  to  insure 
against  its  liability  to  pay  compensation  for  loss  of  earnings 
to  persons  affected  by  para.  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

The  reduction  in  tuberculosis  mortality  is  noteworthy. 
In  the  period  1946-50  inclusive  there  were  27  deaths;  from 
1951  to  date  only  about  half  that  number  was  recorded.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  (Scholar’s  Scheme). 

The  local  health  authority  offers  annually  to  school 
children  aged  13  years  the  opportunity  of  having  a  skin  test 
of  tuberculin  sensitivity  followed,  where  parental  consent  is 
given,  by  vaccination  of  non-reactors  with  live  B.C.G.  vaccine. 
The  work  done  at  Southam  High  School  in  1968  included  also 
the  1967  programme  which  had  been  postponed  owing  to 
staff  shortage.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act  provides  that  where  persons — 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or,  being 
aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gives 
a  written  certificate  in  the  prescribed  form,  the 
local  authority  may  apply  to  a  court,  having 
jurisdiction,  for  an  order  to  remove  the  person  to 
a  suitable  and  convenient  place,  e.g.  hospital. 
Seven  days  clear  notice  must  be  given  to  the  person 
concerned  of  the  intended  application  and  it  must 
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also  be  given  to  the  person  managing  the  premises 
or  institution.  The  order,  if  granted,  may  authorize 
a  person’s  detention  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
three  months  at  the  place  specified  in  the  Court’s 
order. 


This  section  has  been  amended  by  the  1951  Act  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  presentation  to  a  single  magistrate  of  an 
application  supported  by  joint  medical  certificates  of  the 
regular  medical  attendant  and  the  M.O.H.  This  procedure 
obtains  in  cases  of  urgency  where  the  foregoing  periods  of 
notice  may  not  be  possible.  Detention  orders  will  then  be  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  21  days  unless  extended  in  accordance 
with  the  1948  Act. 


Four  persons  came  under  notice  during  the  period 

(1)  Mrs.  A.  T.  H —  (91).  This  old  lady  was  incapacitated  from 
self  care  by  gross  tremor  which  made  even  dressing  and 
feeding  a  problem.  When  her  companion  left  her  doctor 
requested  that  a  geriatric  assessment  should  be  made.  As 
a  result  of  this  she  agreed  to  apply  for  admission  to  a 
welfare  home  and  was  accepted  soon  afterwards. 


(2)  Mr.  A.  H —  (71).  A  fat  man  who  had  lived  alone  for  some 
time.  His  legs  were  swollen  from  Phlebitis  but  he  could  get 
about.  A  neighbour  took  him  a  cooked  meal  daily  but 
was  not  allowed  to  tidy  the  place  up.  Gradually  the 
house  got  into  a  dirty  state  and,  when  his  benefactors 
were  on  holiday,  a  complaint  was  received  from  the 
local  police.  After  some  treatment  in  hospital  he  improved, 
insisted  upon  his  discharge  and  went  home.  The  Area 
Welfare  Officer  was  kept  informed. 


(3)  Mrs.  E.  H — .  An  old  lady  lived  in  a  condemned  cottage 
with  some  home  help  for  many  years,  becoming  slowly 
bedfast  and  incontinent.  Compulsory  removal  as  a 
matter  of  urgency  was  necessary  on  14th  h'ebruary  1968 
and  later  the  action  was  confirmed  by  the  Council.  She 
was  taken  to  Danetre  Hospital  where  her  condition 
got  worse  and  she  died  in  the  following  June  after  a  stroke. 
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(4)  Mrs.  S.  P —  (75).  This  old  lady  had  made  her  home  with 
a  daughter  but  became  incontinent  of  urine  after  having 
having  a  stroke.  This  led  to  family  pressure  on  her  doctor 
to  have  her  admitted  to  an  institution.  However,  she 
would  not  hear  of  such  a  thing  and  there  seemed  in¬ 
sufficient  grounds  for  action  by  the  Council  against  her 
will.  Eventually  she  agreed  to  make  an  application  for  a 
welfare  home  vacancy.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Much  time  has  had  to  be  devoted  to  the  Stockton  Tip 
but  otherwise  there  have  been  no  serious  infestations.  Pro¬ 
gress  was  made  with  the  inspection  of  sewers.  There  are  76 
contracts,  including  70  farms  where  routine  inspections  and 
treatments  are  made.  Domestic  complaints  received  prompt 
attention. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

During  both  years  five  existing  premises  were  inspected 
and  upon  application,  the  licences  renewed. 

The  licences  authorize  the  reception  of  a  maximum 
number  of  145  dogs  and  56  cats  at  any  one  time  in  these 
five  licensed  establishments.
